new sections of old ones, in order to 
house the workexs and employees of 
the new , factories und electrical 
power . plants. The building of a 
tractor {netory and n niimber of 
lesser industrial ‘establishments ‘has 
led to a great expansion of the town 
of Stallingrad (formerly Tsaritsin), 
‘on the Lower Volga. . 
A new town has grown up on a 
previously. empty. site at Dnieper- 
stray, the huge combination electric 
power plant and dam which Is being 
constructed on the River Dnieper, 
The ‘.projected new, tractor 
factory at  Cheliabinsk and 
the planned enormous 
plant at Magnitogorsk, in, 
the Urals, are also expected to serve 
as eentrea for new-'Socialist cities,” 
and this lst of actual or projected 
new towns could be continued at 
considerable length. ° 

Haphazard Growth. 

Most of the. old Russian towns 
grew up in rather haphazard 
fashion. The new “Socialist cities,” 
on the other hand, are supposed to 
be ‘planned to the last detail and to 
be provided from the beginning with 
conveniences which were often lack- 
ing In the older towns, such aa 
electric light, canalisation, and,

The “Treaty. of Alliance” 
tween ‘the United Kingdom and 
Iraq was issued for _ Bublication 
recently. 

By this treaty Great Britain 
undertakes to support the candida- 
ture of Iraq for admission to the 
League of Nations in 1932, when 
the British .jmandatory ‘respon- 
sibilities will. automatically ter- 
minate. : 4 

Clause 4 of.the treaty provides 
for mutual assistance in event of 
either becoming involved in war 
and that Iraq shall provide all 
‘| facilities and asaistance for the 
use by Great Britain of all com: 
munications, transport and aero- 
dromes. 

The maintenance. of internal 
order-devolves-on-the-Traq- Govern 
ment; nevertheless Great. Britain 
{a granted the right to retain air 
bases in the vicinity of Basra and 
to the west of the Euphrates, 
where forces may ‘be maintained 
on the understanding that they do 
not constitute am occupation, 

The strength; of .these forces, 
maintained on Iraq territory shall 
be determined from time to time 
by mutual consultation.’ Forces 
may be retained at Hinaidi and 
Mosul for five years. 

The British Government under- 
takes to provide naval, military 
and aeronautical instructors to 
Iraq whenever they may be. requir- 


‘ed, 


Although there ta, no obligation | 

on the part of Iraq to engage in- 
structors, the Iraq. Government 
undertakes: to employ only British, 
should: such instructors be requir. ! 
ed, and also, should any Iraq 
officers be sent abroad for train- 
ing, that they will only be sent’ to 
British training colleges. 
. It is also -agreed that the. Iraq 
armament and equipment shall 
conform to the . British type. 
British ships’ may visit the Shat- 
tal-Arab on notification. Facilities 
for transport of British forces and 
arms in transit across Iraq are 
granted as and whem required.
